SHORTAGE OF GRAIN 

Reports cahlcd from Internationa! Head- 
quaiters show that the parts most seriously 
affected arc Bombay and Madras Presiden- 
cies. Central India, and the United Provinces. 
Owing to the failure of rains there js a short- 
age of grain and fodder, and-thiais rushing up 
the prices of foodstuffs to an extent which 
places ihem practically beyond the reach of 
the common people. The normal condition 
otvthc Indian peasant is one of poverty, and 
when famine corned a very short .time brings 
tragedy. In some parts of the country, fired 
by hunger, natives have raided sugar fields 
and ^erioLrr fights with guards have ensued, 
the result being that many have been severely 



. wounded with scythes. In other parts, the 
hunger-driven people arc making porridge 
with black soil sediment from reservoir beds, 
containing frogs an'd fish. Others are eating 
lotus roots, grass seeds, nut kernels, and 
flowers of the Ippa trees, the last-named con- 
taining nn intoxicating spirit, which makes 
young and old stupid and sick. 

Naturally, the children suffer most. .They 
die off, and the stronger oi the younger adults 
go away, so that the villages are being de- 
populated, except for aged and infirm ed. 

Cattle, which in normal times fetched sixty 
rupees per head, are being sold for three or 
four rupee* because there is no fodder, and 
this means not only present loss, but that the 
means of livelihood for the future is gone. 

The Salvation Army is close to the Indian 
people and keenly alive to the conditions and 
is facing the great problem of relief with all 
its forces. Experience is against the indis- 
criminate handing out of dotes 'at any-time, 



but this would be especially disastrous in the 
present Crisis. The Salvation Army's scheme ■ 
for employing people in cleansing villages haa 
aroused iuitircst. Those in authority agree 
that it is better to employ than to pauperize, 
and the improving of sanitation means fewer,'; 
epidemics and better general health, as well 7 
as the work involved making it possible for,« 
the people to earn their food. Brigades are 
working under the supervision of our Officers!: 
in Guzerat in two hundred villages.

'pHE Red Shield Campaign 
1 "Drive" for $150,000 for thc 
erection of a Maternity Home and 
Soldier's and Sailor's Reconstruc- 
tion work, gat off (says "Thc Her- 
ald") to a forehanded start at a' pub- 
lic meeting held in thet Majestic 
theatre. Two offers, one of which 
was' essentially a pledge, of strong- 
financial contributions, announced 
by D. Macgillivray, treasurer of the 
campaign," created great eelat 
amongst the auditors and raised the 
enthusiasm 100 degrees lor making 
this. "drive" as succcssfnl as all thc 
others to which thc people of Hali- 
fax have contributed most gener- 
ously. 

Leading Citizens Attend 
Tn spite nf the uninviting- weather 
the. Majestic theatre was well filled 
with\cilizcnry of both sexes, and on 
thc matform were leading citicens in 
all the professions and businesses.

in the community. Coming to thc 
essential point of his appeal, he ob- 
served: "t do not think that there 
is any work so important, so vital, 
so lying at thc very foundations of 
society as (he care of mother^ and 
children. It is due to every child, 
legitimate and illegitimate, that the 
State or community give each a fair 
start in meeting and combatting the 
cold and unsympathetic world into 
which it is-.born." The- outright and 
istcnt recommendation of the 



ond question,. Dr. Harris replica" 
that the Salvation Army has thir- 
teen maternity hospitals in Canada, 
one of which ts hi Halifax, on Tow- 
er road, and the successful conduct 
of these- hospitals ts proof that thc 
Salvation Army is not trying out an 
experiment in asking for $150,000 to 
build and equip a large first-rate 
maternity* hospital. The Army 
knows how. 

Captain Steele made a plea for 
contributions to thc drive rather on 
thc side of thc soldier's and sailor's 
reconstruction work. 

He said that he had witnessed the 
sacrifices of our fighting lads over- ' 
seas, and he felt that in view of 
these great sacrifices it was thc duty 
of our citizens to return thanks for 
them in a practical and humane way, 
as by giving liberally to the Red 
Shield campaign fund, 

It ^yas left to D. Macgillivray Lo 
electrify thc audience, and he did 
so in a double way. He announced 
that Mr. Cavicchi of the Bedford 
Construction Company, ■■ together 
with 23 employees of thc company- 
had met with him in the Board of 
Trade rooms and besides Contribut- 
ing a total of ?20G themselves, had 
pledged to go- amongst thc 200 em- 
ployees of the company and to urge 
ill cm to give $10 per man. 

Iced Hot Enthusiasm 

This statement created consider- 
able enthusiasm, which went to thc 
red hot point, when Mr, MacgiUL 
vray immediately stated that "a 
leading citizen had pledged himself 
to contribute to thc maternity hos- 
pital fund 515,000, provided' thc city 
government and thc Provincial gov- 
ernment each contributed $25,000." 

In his characteristic oratorical 
stylo, for which in succintness, 
pointedttess and practicalness, he is 
unique, Mr. Macgillivray declared 
that "wc must not fall back on thc 
shafts, and let up effort, though thc 
war is over. Patriotic and humane 
work still remain to be done; and 
wc must do everything wc can for 
the safety, comfort and security of 
mothers." His statements and his 
own appeals were clinchers . and 
launched the drive with abounding 
enthusiasm. * 

In an editorial note, the Echo,, 
which also reports the meeting, 
says: " . 

"fhero is nobody who will think 
of denying thc importance of this 
"drive," nor thc necessity of realis- 
ing thc objective, $150,000.

Opening of the Sir Douglas Haig Hostel by General Ketchen-^-Record Attendance at Great 
Public Meetings in Pantage's Theatre — ■Thirty-five Cadets Dedicated for Service

THE- VISIT lb \Knnipeg of Commissioner Howard, though moat 
deeply appileclated, wa» altogether too brief; It wa* indeed, as 
some onei'waa'heaTd to remark, . but a' "passing call."' This, 
however, only makes the results of his coming among us all the more 
remarkable. The memory of the Commissioner's previous visit is still 
fresh in the minds of Salvationists, and notwithstanding that over two 
years have elapsed, those present at the meetings on that occasion 
havek.een re?Q]l.eetiqijs of ho^God used. Jiim to His honour and glory; 
thuB spiritual- expectation rose high when it was announced that fie 
would again visit Cstnsdat'WcsL - 

CommissioneT Howard* who was accompanied by Brigadier Joy, 
Major Tudge, and Captain Culshaw,' arrived early oh, Saturday morn- 
ing, and were met, and wwrmry received at the depot, by Conuntssioner 

- Sow ton, Colonel Turner, and n number of leading Officers. ' 

Although his visit was practically for the week-end only, the 
programme thai bad been arranged was- a very full one. There 
was a record attendance at the great public meetings at the Pantage's 
Theatre, and the Gonarjaissioncr was enabled to rise to the occasion in 
a wonderful manner, and his presence and messages made a profound 

- and lasting impression. All privileged to sit under* his ministry were 



inspired to mount to a higher plane of service in the cause of Christ. 

On Saturday afternoon Commissioner Howard delivered ah 
address at the official opening of the new Sir Douglas Haig Hostel. 
Words fail to adequately describe the. morning meeting conducted by 
-him at the Citadel on the following day; truly it was a Holiness meet- 
ing indeed. 

The afternoon gathering at the theatre was of a special and 
varied character. We were particularly favoured in having with ua 
Colonel Nurani (Case) and Brigadier Anbai (McIIwraith), who were 
among the devoted band of Officers who pioneered the Army's Work 
in India. At this meeting also, the 1916-19 Session of Cadets were 
Dedicated for Service by Commissioner Howord- 

Upwards of fifteen hundred people attended at night, there being 
a capacity house. For over two hours on Monday morning the Officers 
of the Manitoba and Saskatchewan Divisions, and also from many 
parts of the Alberta Division, aat in Council under our revered Leader. 
This blessed spiritual feast w«nt by altogether too quickly. It was a 
season when the Holy Ghost flooded the innermost recesses of the 
souls, hearts, and minds of the Commissioner's hearers, and they were 
inspired to do spiritual exploits. 



OPENING OF HOSTEL 

FOR the service in connection with the open- 
ing of the Sir Douglas Haig Hostel on the 
allernoon of Saturday, April 5th, the audi- 
torium of the Institution was by no means 
large enough, for many of the crowd of people 
who attended had -to stand in the adjoining 
rooms and hallways. On the platform - with 
Commissioner Howard, Commissioner and Mrs. 
Sowton, and- Colone! -and Mrs. Turner, were 
Brigadier- General H. B. D. K"!chen.

Association; Alderman 
t \Vigg5nton, who represented Mayor Gray, also 
representatives of the Knights of Columbus and 
the Y.M.GA. The 10th Garrison Depot Battalion 
Band furnished music and accompanied the sing- 
ing of the opening song, "Stand up .for Jesus," 
lined out by Colonel .Turner. 
, "Coffee House" Traerfemd 

After Major Graham had invoked the blessing 
of God on the proceedings, and Ensign and Mrs. 
Cox had rendered a vocal duet, Mr. E. D. Martin, 
Esq., President of the Winnipeg Housing and 
Lodging Association, formally transferred the 
property known as "the Coffee House," which 
w»s owned by the Association referred to, to the 
Salvation Army. Mr. Martin'dwelt at spine lengtF 
on the object of the Salvation Army, and bow 
that the aim of the Association, had been the " 
succouring of the "down-and-out."

- purchase this' valuable property for the purpose

-that my cable read -*Yea.' ; (Applause.) ' I had no 



idea, when sanctioning the request, that I should 
be privileged to be present at the opening cere- 
mony, but here I am and very delighted I am to 
be so." 

Received Many Testimonies 

The Commissioner went on to say that his 
words would be few. "For I shall have other 
opportunities of addressing you. I want to say, 
however, that I have been very much impressed 
sine* I left London with the many, many testi- 
monies I have received of the work done by the 
Salvation Army during the great and terrible war 
just brought to.a conclusion, Testimonies have 
reached me personally from the highest and best- 
known personages, but I appreciate most the 
testimony of the men themselves." (Applause ) 

Alderman Wigginton spoke on behalf of Mayor 
- Gray, who was unable to be present, and in a 
. neat little speech reminded the audience that 
they had reason to be thankful "that we have 
among us an Organization such as the Salvation 
Army, which can undertake work sucli as will be 
carried on in this Hostel." At this juncture 
Adjutant Merritt (Calgary) rendered a concer- 
tina solo entitled "Memories of Childhood." 

"I want to congratulate the Salvation Army 
in Western Canada on the aggressive policy and 
executive ability of those who have the oversight 
of its many departments of work. I refer to 

- Commissioner Sowton and his able Chief Secre- 
tary, Colonel Turner," said General Kctchen. 
The General looked, every inch a soldier, and his 
words had a ring of sincerity about them which 
impressed one very forcefully. 

Promptness and Dispatch 

"But a short time ago I had the privilege of 
opening the building which adjoins this, as a . 
Hostel, but owing to the pressing need for more 
extensive accommodation this building has now 
been secured. From my personal observation of 
the Salvation Army, I believe that promptness 
and dispatch in dealing with problems is, to a 
large extent the secret of its success. Whether 
small or great, the Army is there every time with 
■' the required solution. From my experiences in 
France and Belgium I feet that the Army's efforts 
in connection with the war, in fact, all their 
efforts, can be summed* up in the wtfrd 'Service/ 
The testimony of the men, as your Chief re- 
marked, is undoubtedly the best you can get. I 
must compliment yon -on the 'nam* you have 
given the Hostel, ( Sir Douglas Haig,* for it is a 
riame which will live in the annals of the nations 
of the world." He suggested that Sir Douglas' be 
asked by the Salvation Army for an autograph 
photograph of himself, that it might be hung up 
m the Hostel. This suggestion was roundly 
cheered. It -will be remembered by .our readers 
that the Field Marshall, when asked for permrs- 

- sion to use his name In connection with the 
Hostel, cabled his consent. 

General Ketchen pronounced the building' 

- open. An inspection of it then took place, under 
' the guidance of Adjutant Hector Habkirk (the 

Military Secretary for the City of Winnipeg). 
Commissioner Howard, General Ketchen, ana

Ly-out of the Hostel, 

When the interior alterations are Complete 
there will be steeping accommodation for two 
hundred in the rooms and dormitories. There is 
1 a. splendidly-equipped lunch counter and dining- 
room, nnd an auditorium for meetings. The 
Hostel is able to temporarily accommodate and 
care for the wives and families of soldiers and 
munition workers who are returning and en 
route to their homes further West. There are 
separate rest rooms for men and women, a con- 
venience which is much appreciated. ' 

At the conclusion of the inspection of the 
building, refreshments were served by members 
of the Imperial Order o£ the Daughters of the ( 
Empire.

LONG before the hour for the Sunday morning 
meeting to commence the Citadel was crowded 
to the door, and many desiring to attend were - 
unable to obtain admittance.

on the part of the congregation when Commis ? .... 
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' ■ sioner Howard assumed command of the meeting 
and sortie momenta elapsed before it subsided. 
■ Before commencing: his address, the Chief made 
mention of "the precious memories" he had of" 
his former visit to the West. "Since then you 
have had your difficulties, sorrows, heart-aches, 
and victories, and so have I, but His grace has 
been sufficient, and this morning bnd£ us gath- 
_ . ered togeiher once more. God has been good to 
us. I come to you cJiis morning, not in official 
capacity, hut as a messenger of Christ. I am glad 
to $av that through my years of experience I 
hjive "never lost my love for the promulgation 
of the Gospel of the Lord Jesus Christ." 
The Pathway of Duty 
"Visions" was the foundation upon •which the 
Chief built up his most-illuminating address. 
From the very first -he seemed to get lo the very 
centre of things spiritual, as he laid bare, and lit 
up the Christian's pathway of duty. 

"When I speak of Visions I do not want to get 
'away from the practical side of religion. Never- 
theless, there is the supernatural to reckon with, 
and we have all, that is. those of us who are 
Christians, had a spiritual visiou, or visions, at 
some time Or other." The revelation that comes 
to the soul of the one "who receives assurance of 
sins forgiven was commented upon, and old 
truths were presented wilh a freshness and power 
which had a most reviving effect upon soul-life. 
"That virion of Holiness, fur instance," said 
the Commissioner, accompanied by a swift, 
searching glance over ihc congregation, "that 
sense of not only outward guilt, but inward de- 
filement, and the need for not only outward but 
inward cleansing." Not only was this revelled, 
but also the remedy, praise God! 

The Army's beliefs on this important doctrine 
were made clear. The great truths, coming as 
they did from one of such ripe experience, and 
backed by couvinciug, personal testimony, made 
a deep impression. 

Salvationists and professed followers were 
reminded tlicy were idhprophcts, but there was a 
possibility ihat a number may find themselves, 
after vears along [lie Christian wav, with unclean 
- lips like Isaiah did. "Thank God, he became a 
clean Isaiah aficr the cleansing had taken place 
following his vision, and he was no more troubled 
in this respect from henceforth." 

Obedience Not Optional 
The attention of the congregation was called 
to the fact that obedience to spiritual vision is by 
no means optional, as some people seem to think. 
The vision of duty and its attendant pathways 
of service was brought vividly before those gath- 
ered before the Chief, and it became manifest, as 
he proceeded with his masterly discourse, that he 
was truly a messenger of Chnst. "I am not here 
to measure out your duties for yon, but T wish 
to exhort you to be obedient to" your particular 
_ "heavenly vision in the same way as Paul was." 
"How have you treated your visions?'' was the 
Chief's question. "Have you been obedient?" 
A solemn hush fell upon the assembly. 
"Do not-think," said the Commissioner, as the 
silence hecame more inlcusc; "do not think I 
would push you forward to make consecrations 
if 1 did not hclicvc tuld know that there was 
power enough Lo enable you 10 carry out what 
you understand to he your duty to God, your- 
self, aud your fcllowmeii." 

During the brief hut heart-searching pravcr 
meeting which followed, a number came forward 
to have their soul's need mci.' 

AFTERNOON MEETING
